BB it enacted liy the Lieutenant GorerDor, Legislative 
Council, ami ABsemblj, as follows : — 

J. The Treasurer is hereby authorized to receive tenders 
from any Bank, Banking Company, or Branch thereof, thai 
may be willing to advance such sum of money, not exceeding 
thirty thousand pounds, as may be required from time to time 
for the public service, having previously advertised therefor in 
such manner and for such period of time as the Governor in 
Council may prescribe ; the tender shall specify the rate of 
interest proposed to be charged for money advanced, and what 
rate of interest such Bank, Banking Company, or Branch, will 
from time to lime allow for any money to the credit of the 
Province in such Bank, Banking Company, or Branch thereof. 

2. The Treasurer shall submit such tenders to the Governor 
in Council, who may approve of the one most beneficial to the 
public interest ; whereupon the Treasurer shall accept the same, 
and enter into an agreement therefor in Her Majesty's name, 
containing such necessary stipulations as the Governor in 
Council shall prescribe. 

3. Upon the completion of the said agreement the Treasurer 
shall deposit with such Bank, Banking Company, or Branch 
thereof, all the public moneys which from time to time shall

cotne into his possesaion or control, except moneys received 
for the sale of Provincial Debentures. 

4. The Treasurer shall not Ire charged or chargeabte for 
any failure or default of the said Bank, or Banking Company, 
or Branch thereof, in the performance of any agreement or 
contract so to be entered into, nor for any loss or damage that 
may erbe from any act, maltcr, or thing lawfully done or 
suffered by bim under tbe provisions and aecording to the trutr 
intent and meaning of this Act; but for any thing done or 
Bufiered by him not authorized by this Act, the sard Treasurer 
shall be liable to all intents and purposes in tbe sante manner 
as if this Act bad not passed.

Be it eaaeted by tlte Lieutenant Governor, Legislative 
Council, and Assembly, as follows:— 

1. That any joint Commiilee of the Legt:>lative Council and 
House of Assembly, or any Committee of the Legislative 
Council, or of the House of Assembly, appointed for the- 
purpose of making any investigation or enquiry in relation to 
any public office or public work, and authorized as hereinafter 
provided, shall have full power to send for persons, papers, 
and records, and to examine all Witnesses on oiUh. 

2. The Chairman of any such Committee, or in bis absence 
any member thereof, shalt have full power during tbe sitting 
of and in the presence of such Committee, to administer the 
Witnesses' oatb in tbe Schedule to tlus Act appended, nutrkad 
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A, to any pereon or Witness attending before such Com- 
mittee ; and a minute of such oath having been administered, 
shall be duly entered on the mtnntes of the proceedings of stich 
Committee. 

3. If any person duly served with the Summons, letter B in 
Schedule hereto, and having bis reasonable expenses tendered 
unto him, if demanded, shall wilfully disobey such summons, 
nr if any Witness before such Committee shall miedemean him- 
self in giving, or refusing to give evidence, the Chairman or 
any member of the Committee, by resolution of a majority of 
euch Committee, may at any lime during the investigation or 
enquiry, report such misconduct to the Legislative Council -or 
House of Assembly from whichever branch of the Legislature 
such Committee may have been formed, or if a joint Com- 
mittee ofbolfa Houses then to both; and the Legislative Council 
or House of Assembly may commit the offender into custody 
for contempt, for any period during the then Session of the 
Legislature. 

4. Any person duly sworn, wilfully and falsely testifying 
before such Committee, in any matter material to the inves- 
tigation or enquiry in question, shall be deemed guilty of 
perjury, and on conviction shall suffer the penalties prescribed 
by Law for the crime of perjury. 

5. All persons and Witnesses summoned to attend, and 
attending before any such Committee, shall be entitled to their 
reasonable expenses, and shall be paid by Warrant of His 
Excellency the Lieutenaot Governor, on such expenses being 
duly certified by the Chairman of such Committee. 

6. That the summons to be issued under this Act, shall be 
signed by the Chairman, or in bis absence by any two members 
of the Committee, and shall be personally served upon the 
party to whom it may be directed. 

7. That in order to exercise the powers vested by this Act, 
the same shall be specially delegated to any such Committee, 
by resolution of the Legislative Council or House of Assembly, 
from which such Committee may be formed, or by joint resolu- 
tion of the Legislative Council and House of Assembly, in case 
the Committee shall be a joint Committee of both Houses. 

8. That for the purposes of this Act, a copy of the resolu- 
tion or resolutions forming euch Committee, and delegating 
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lucfa powers, and of the evidence taken before such Commiitee, 
dul7 certified by the Clerk of tbe House, sbatl be evidence in 
all Courts of Law, of the fact of such Committee under this 
Act having been formed, and of such evidence having been 
given. 

9. Provided that no Member of tbe Legislative Council or 
Assembly, shall be subject to any of tbe provisions of this Act i 
but any such Member may, by leave of the House to which he 
belongs, attend the other House or any of the Committees 
raised as aforesaid as heretofore accustomed and according to 
Parliamentary usage ; and provided also, that no Witness who 
may attend any Committee under this Act, shall be compelled 
to answer any question which may criminate himself, or answer 
any question which in a Court of Justice he could not be 
required to answer, or produce any paper which in such Court 
he could not be required to produce ; nor shall any evidence 
given by such Witness subject bitn to any action or proceeding 
whatever by any party in any Court of Law, nor be nied 
against him in any case, other than on an indictment for perjury 
under this Act. 

10. This Act shall not bo in force for any longer time than 
two years from the time of tbe passing thereof, and thence to 
the end of the then next Session of the General Assembly.

1. Whenever any Judge of Probates msy after the hearing 
decree that specific performance shall be made of any Contract 
under the provisions of Section 43, of Chapter 136, of the 
Klivised Statutes, he may direct a conveyance of the land in 
question to be executed by any infant heir, or guardian or 
person appearing on tbe infant's behalf, or by the person 
decreed to convey the same under the Contract, or by the 
Registrar of the Court as the officer thereof; the whole to be 
done under the sanction and with the approbation of the Judge, 
and on such terms with respect to the payment of any money 
wliich may be due, or any condition to be performed by the 
party seeking fortbe specific performance within the conditions 
of the Contract, and with respect to the costs of the proceed- 
ing as may by the said Judge be deemed just.

]. TheJusticesof the Peace for the City and County of Saint 
John in General or Special Sessions, are hereby authorized 
from time to time to order the ii>ahiD^ ef any surveys and 
plans relating to all real estate situate in the City and County 
aforesaid, liable (o taxation under the asseasinent laws, in 
such manner and to such extent as they shall think proper : 
and for thnt purpose the Common Council of the said City for 
the said City, and the said Jualiceg in any such Sessions for 
the said County, may appoint such persons fur the work or 
any part thereof, and such Committees or persoiis to super- 
intend the some, as may be necessary ; and also such persona 
to obtain information respecting the wboleof the said real estate 
or any part thereof, and respecting the value of the same, or 
the situation thereof with reference to the City and Parish

Be it enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legislative 
Council, and Assembly, as follows :— ■ 

1. Instead of the Overseers of the Poor for the Parish of 
Wof>d8tock and the incorporated Town of Woodstock, in the 
County of Carleton, there shall be hereafter elected and ap- 
pointed three Commissioners in manner following, namely : — 
One Commissioner shall be appointed annually on or before 
the last Tuesday in December in each year by the Town 
Couocil of the Town of Woodstock, and the other two Com- 
missioners shall be elected or appointed by the rate-payers of 
the Pariah of Woodstock at the same time aod in the same 
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maoDer as other Parish Officers are elected or appointed under 
the Law of this Province : At the election of Parish Officers in 
ihc said Parish in December next, the said two Coumi^ioners 
eball be elected ; one of whom, to be decided by lot by tlie 
Chairman of (be said Election, intbc presence of tlie Electors, 
shall go out of office at the eiid of one year : At each succeed- 
ing annual Parish Election there shall he elected one CommiB- 
eiooer to replace the Commissioner whose term shall then 
expire : The term of office of the said two Commissioners lo 
be elected at the Parish Elections as aforesaid, shall be (except 
in the instance already named) for two years, or until saeces- 
Hors are elected or appointed : The present Overseers of the 
Poor for the Parish of Woodstock shall be the CommissionerR 
under this Act until their successors are appointed : The Board 
of Supervision shall have power to remove any of the Commis- 
sioners at any lime for neglect or dereliction of duty, and to 
fill such vacancy until the next appointment or election under 
this Act, and also any vacancy occasioned by the death or 
removal of any Commissioner from the said Parish and Town 
of Woodstock : The said Commissioners shall have all the 
powers and authority now belonging to the Overseers of the 
Poor fur the said Parish and Town, shall be sworn to the faith- 
ful discbarge of their duty, and shall be subject to the same 
penalties to which Overseers of the Poor are subject. 

2. The said Commissioners are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to purchase a Farm and Lands, and to contract and 
agree for the erection of suitable buildings for an Alms House 
and Work House in said Parish, and also to purchase stock 
niid materials for said Farm, and to agree upon a certain sum 
of money for defraying the expenses thereof, which sum of 
money shall be raised by an assessment upon the inhabitants 
of tbe said Town end Parish, and shall be levied and collected 
in the manner prescribed by law for levying and collecting 
County rates ; but such assessment shall not exceed one thou- 
sand pounds : The title to tbe said Farm, Lands and property 
shall be vested in the said Commissioners for the benefit of 
tbe Town and Parish aforesaid ; and the sole supsrinteodence 
and roaoagement of the said Farm, Lands, Alms House and 
Work House, with all tbe atock and materials thetesnte be- 
longing, shall be in the said Commissieiiers, subfiect to tie- 
supervision hereinafter mentioned. 
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3. It shall and may be lawful for thu said Commiasioi 
from lime to lime to provide such materials, stock and other 
things as they aball jadge necessary for the setting to work 
and employing such poor persona, of what age or sex soever 
they be, who may apply for relief and shall be capable to work, 
and shall hare power and authority at their discretion to cotn- 
))el such idle aad poor people begging or seeking relief as do 
not betake themselves to some lawful employment, or who Ao 
or shall hereaRer seek or receive alms of the said Town or 
Parish, or who may stand in need of relief of the said Town 
or Parish, to dwell in, inhabit, and work in said Alms House 
or Work House, and on said Farm, and to do all such work 
for which they shall think them able and fit. 

4. Tbe said Commissioners shall have power to make such 
rules, orders and rejrulations fur (he good government and 
management of the said Alms House, Work House, and Farm, 
as they shall deem necossary, and to inflict such correction and 
punishment by solitary confinement or otherwise from time to 
time as to them shall seom reasonable, on any pauper or paupers 
within the said Alms House or Work House, or on the said 
Farm, who shall be so set to work and shall not conform to 
such rules, orders and regulations to be made as aforesaid, or 
shall misbehave in or on the same; provided that such rules, 
orders and regulations shall not be of any effect until approved 
by the Board of Supervision composed of the Town Counciilorf 
of the said Town and the Municiintl Councillors elected to itiK 
County Council from said Parish bereinafipr mentioned. 

5. The said Commissioners shall on or before the first doy 
of December in each year make up and file wiih the Mayor of 
ihe said Town, a Report of their proceedings, and of the con- 
dition of said Alms House, Work House, and Farm, and a 
detailed Account of (heir receipts and expenditures for the 
past year, and also an estimate of theexpendilurc for the suc- 
ceeding year ; they shall also lay a copy of said Report, Ac- 
count and Estimate before the Municipal Council oi the said 
County of Carleton at its semi-annaal meeting in January, 
accompanied by an application to tbe said Municipal Council, 
requesting the Council to order a rate upon the said Town and 
Parish to the amount of said estimate, with the costs of assess- 
ing fend e*))eeting^ added thereto. 
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6. The Municipal Council u))OD such application from the 
Commissionera, ghall issue B Warrant of Assessment tipon said 
Town and Parish for the support of the Poor therein, and the 
mnintcnance of the said Alms House, Work House, and Fnrin, 
for such sum as said Commissioners shall require in suid appli- 
cation ; which said sum of money shall lie assessed, levied and

7. The profits of any work or labour to be performed u nder 
the direction of the said Commissioners shall he duly accounted 
for by them, and shall be applied towards the support and 
maintenance of the Poor of the said Town or Parish. 

8. The said Commissioners, with the consent of the Board 
of Supervision hereinaAer mentioned, are hereby authorized 
and empowered to borrow such sums of money as may from 
lime tu time bs required for the purchase and stocking of said

}ind Work House, not exceeding in the whole the sum of one

9. The said CertiScatei or Piotes shall be negotiable in the 
same manner as promissory notes, and the holders thereof 
shall be entitled to receive interest for the same semi-annually, 
to be paid by the said Commissioners out of the assessments 
hereinafter mentioned.

Be it enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Lt-gislalive 
Council, and Aesembiy, as follows : — 

1. There shall be granted to His Excellency the Lieutenant 
Governor, ihe sum of money hereinafter mentioned, to provide 
for the improvement of the Roads and Bridges, and other 
Public Works and Services, — A sum not exceeding forty three 
thousand five hundred pounds, to provide for the repairs of I lie 
Great and Bye Roads of the Province, and for Bridges thereon, 
for the repairs and extension of the Public Buildings, and the 
improvement of the Navigation of the Rivers Saint John and 
Miramichi, and for Steam communication. 

2. The said sum of money, and every part thereof, shall be 
expended under the direction of the Buard of Worlis, and of 
such Supervisors and Commissioners as the Governor in 
Council may appoint, nod shall be paid to the several and 
respective pereons who shall actually work and labour in 
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making, contpleting and repairing the sereral Roads, Bridges, 
and Works, or in furnishing materials therefor, at the most 
reasonable rate that euch labour and materials can he provided, 
where such sums are expended on Roads, Bridges, or Works ; 
nnd every Commissioner so to be appointed shall, as early in 
the season as may be, carefully examine the part of the Road 
where any sums of money are to be expended, and shall lay 
out and mark off such allotment or allotments as may con- 
veniently be contracted for, in order that the making and 
repairing of the same may be let by auction to the lowest bid- 
der ; and in all such cases such Commissioners respectively are 
hereby required to put a sufficient namber of notices, not less 
than ten days previous to such sale, in three or more of the 
public places in the neighbourhood where the work is to be 
done, which notices shall specify and describe (he work to be 
performed, and also the place, day and hour when and where 
the same will be let by auction as aforesaid; and it shall 
further be the duty of such Commissioners respectively to 
attend personally at the time and place so appointed, and there 
to let out to the lowest bidder such allotment or allotments, 
and at the same time to enter into written contracts for the 
fiiilhful performance of the work in the time and manner set 
forth in such contracts ; and in cases where the work required 
in be performed cannot be conveniently let at auction, it shall

6. The said Commissioners for the expenditure of money on 
Roads and Bridges, shall expend the said several and respec- 
tive sums of money on the Roods on or before the first day of 
October ; provided always, that nothing herein contained shall 
extend or be construed to extend to prevent any Commissioner 
from expending moneys after the flVst day of October, when 
it shall be necessary to expend the same for building Bridges, 
removing rocks, stumps, trees, or other obstructions. 

7. None of the before mentioned sums of money, or any 
part thereof, shall be laid out or expended on the making or 
improving any alteration that may be made in any of the said 
Roads, unless such alterations shall have been first laid out 
and recorded. 

8. Every person who may be appointed a Commissioner for 
the expenditure of money hereinbefore granted, before entering 
upon the duties of his office, shall respectively enter into a 
Bond to Her Majesty, iler Heirs, and Successors, to the '' 
satisfaction of the Governor in Council, for the due performing 

his duty as such Commissioner, and the faithful expenditure of 
and due accounting for such moneys as shall come into bis 
hands as such Commissioner. 

9. Notwithstanding the provisions of any Law in force for the

material and things used therein and therefor : No such

1. As soon as tUs Act shall come into operation, all juris' 
diction now vested in or exercisable by the Court of Governor 
in Council, under tha authority of an Act made and passed in 
the thirty first year of the Reign of His late Majesty King 
George the Third, intttuled An Act for regulating Marriage 
and Divorea, and for preveniiag and punishing incest, aduUery,

3. All suits and proceedings which at the lime when thi)) 
Act cornea into ojieration shall be pending in the said Court of 
Governor in Council, shall be transferred to, dealt with, benrd

1. The Governor in Council ahall aiipoint in eafb atiA every 
Parish of every County sncb and so many persons, ta be styled 
Enumeratorsifor taking the Census, as he may deem advisable, 
and may divide large and populous Parishes into Districts and 
appoint an Enumerator to eaoh District. 

2. Every Eniimerator shall at the time and in the manner 
prescribed by the Governor in Council, take the aeoount of the 
number of persons who shall be actually found at the time of 
the taking sueh account, or to which it shall relate, in the Pa- 
rish or District for which he may be appointed, togetker^witb 
the other particulera prescribed by liie Governor in Council. 

3. The Governor in Council shall appoint the time, and 
prescribe the mode oftakinj; the said Census, and make such 
rules and regulations to guide and govern the Enumerators in 
their enquiries, and generally to carry out the object and pro- 
visions of this Act ; end shall specify the various enquiries to 
be instituted by the Enumerators, and cause a Schedule of 
such enquiries, methodically arranged, to be published in the 
Royal Gazette at least two months before sueh time. 

4. The Provincial Secretary shall furnish every Enumerator 
with a sufficient number of copies of the said Schedule and the 
necessary form's and instructions required for taking the said 
Census. 

5. Every Enumerator shall at the ttme so spectSed proceed 
to take the said Census, and an account in writing of (he va- 
rious particulars contained in the aforemsntinned Schedule,

Whsreas the Right Honorable Sidney Hei-bert, tben being 
Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for the War Depart- 
ment, did by Deed poll bearing date the nineteeBlh day of 
January in the year of cur Lord one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty, sealed with bis seal, grant, alien, release, surrender, 
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and yield up to Her Majesty Queen Victoria, all tboee certain 
tracts of Land therein and bereinsfter deseribed, eituale in- 
the' Parish of Grand Fails, in the County of Victoria, which 
Deed poll was signed and sealed in presence of Charles Mat- 
thew Clode, Bnd R. H. Fortnan, one of which witnesses, R. 
H. Forman, professed lo prove tbe said signing and sealing 
before John Carter, the Lord MAyor of tbe City of London, in 
that part of the United Kingdom of Great Britain end Ireland 
called England, but not in the mode prescribed by Law for the 
proof of tbe eAceution of Deeds — by reason whereof it cannot

Be it enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legislative 
Council, and Assembly, as follows :- — 

1. The General Sessions for the County of Restigouclio, or 
any Special Sessions for that purpose holden, shall have power 
from time to time to malic rules and regulations for the ma- 
nagement, preservation and protection of the Fisheries, anil 
for the regulation of seines, nets, fisli-wiers, and any other 
mode of catching or taking fish in the Rivers and Harbours of 
the said County, and may also make regulations for the spawn- 
ing and breeding of fisb of any kind, and may set apart any 
River or parts of a River for that purpose, and may prescribe 
atich penalties for the breach of any regulation, not exceeding 
ten pounds for any offence, as they may deem advisable. 
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2. No rule or regulation shall be in force until approved of 
by the Governor in Council in the manner prescribed for other 
Fishery regulations, and when so approved shall be deemed 
valid and to have been made within the scope of the authority 
of such Sessions. 

3. Any person who shall in any River or Harbour of the 
Miid County, or within three marine miles of the shore on any 
part of the coaxt of the said County, set any machine, trap, line 
with hooks, or wier, for catching or taking any salmon or cod- 
fish other than with set net in tho ordinary mode of fishing, 
shall for each offence forfeit or pay a penalty of not less than 
ten pounds and not exceeding fifty pounds; and any such 
machine, trap, wier, or line with hooks, set or used contrary 
to the provisions of this Act, may be seized and sold by any 
Constable or Fishery Warden, and after deducting ez^ienses 
of seizure and sale, the proceeds paid to the County Treasurer 
for the purposes of the Fishery Fund. 

4. Whoever shall catch any salmon by drilling with a net 
in nny River in the said County, shall for each offence forfeit 
and pay a sum not exceeding five pounds, and the net used 
for such purpose shall be forfeited and sold, and disposed of as 
in the last preceding Section. 

5. No person other than an Indian shall take, catch or kill 
any salmon by means of spears, harjioons, jigger books, or 
grapnels, under the penalty of a sum not exceeding fire pounds 
for each offence. 

6. Indians may for their own immediate use and consump- 
tion in the months of May, June, and July, catch or take salmon 
in the manner aforesaid, upon waters not set apart for breed- 
ing and spawning ; but they shall on no pretence whatever 
sell, barter or give away any salmon so captured or killed in 
the manner heretofore named. 

7. The possession of any such salmon so killed shall be 
prima facie evidence that the same was killed or taken con- 
trary to law, and it shall ho forfeited accordingly, and the parly 
punishable according to law. 

8. No fishing shall be allowed in any waters set apart by the 
Sessions for the purpose of spawning or hreediog, under tbe 
penalty of a sum not exceeding ten pounds for each offence. 

9. The execution and carrying into effect of tbe r^alations 
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made under tbe authority o( tliii Act. shall and may be made 
and carried oat hj such personi bb the SestioRS ehall appoint, 
or by Buch officera as ars appointed under any law relating to 
the Fisheries, or both. 

10. The Sessions shall have power to raise the sum required 
bv the third Section of Chapter lOI, Title XXII, ' Of the 
Sea and Rirer Fisheries,' by assessment as therein is provided, 
or by any other mode they may deem advisable. 

1 1. Any person guilty of any offence punishable by any law 
in force in Canada, or guilty of (he breach of any regulations 
made under the authority of any law in Canada relating to ihe 
management, protection or regulation of the Fisheries of the 
River Restijjoiiche or Mistouche, who may come into the Pro* 
vince, may be punished in this Province therefor, in the same 
manuA as if the offence had been committed in this Province ; 
and every such offender may be summarily tieait with and 
cnnvicted before any Ju»>tice of the Peace for the said County 
of Restigouche, under the provisions of the Summary Convic- 
tion Act. 

13. In prosecutions for penalties for a breach of any lutr 
relating to the Fisheries or any fishery regulation in Canada, 
committed on that part of the River Resligouche or Mislouche 
within the jurisdiction of the Province of Canada, the Staiuics 
of Canada, published in the Canada Gazette by the Queen's 
Printer, containing such law or the regulations made there- 
under, published in the same manner, shall he evidence of the 
law and regulations respectively; or the certificate of the Pro* 
vincial Secretary or Clerk of the Executive Council, certifying 
the enactment of any Statute in Canada, or the making of any 
Order in Council, or Regulation authenticated by the Seal of

Be it therefore enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legis- 
lative Council, and AeBembly, as follows: — 

1. The City Council of the City of Fredericton are hereby 
authorized and empowered to make and issue from time to 
time, as they may deem expedient, Debentures in the form 
specified in Schedule A, bearing interest at a rate not exceed- 
ing sis per cent, per annum, payable half-yearly, and redeem- 
able at periods not exceeding ten years from (he dates of the 
issuing thereof; and the said City Council may sell the same 
from time to time, or apply them in discharge of debts due 
from the said City, on such terms and conditions as they may 
judge best, provided that the whole amount of such Debentures 
shall not exceed the sum of two thotisand pounds currency of 
New Brunswick. 

2. The City Clerk shall forthwith report to the City Council 
the number and date of the Debentures issaed, with the names 
of the persons receiving the same, and a record thereof shalt 
tie entered in tbe Minutes of the City Council. 

3. The Debentures shall be issued payable in New Bruns- 
wick cnrrency, redeemable, with the Coupons attncbed, at the 
office of the City Treasurer in Fredericton ; they shall be 
signed by tbe Mayor and City Clerk for the time being, and 
verified by the Seal of the City of Fredericton, which Seal the 
City Clerk shall use as often as may be necessary for the pur- 
pose aforesaid : The Debentures shall be numbered consecu-

4. The said I>ebeMRres shalt be negotiable and transferable 
in the same manner as proRHSSory notes, by indorsementr 
naming tbe party to whom tbe same is transferred on each 
transfer of the sard Debentures } and tbe holtters thereof shall 
be entitlei) to receive interest for the same semi-annnaily, to 
be paid by the City Treasurer as hereafter mentioned. 

5^ The faith and credit of the City, and the ordinary revenues 
thereof derired from all sources, and the proceeds of any assess- 
ment now or hereafter to be assessed, leried and GoKected for tbe 
purpose of paying tbe said Debentures and the interest thereon, 
shall be and they are hereby declared pledged to any and every 
huldur of the said Debentares, for payment of the same. 

6. No Debenture sball be issued for pnyment of interest, or 
for any deficiency in the ordinary income of the City; but 
payment of the interest or tbe said Debentures shall be made 
from the net income, rents and receipts of the said City, so far 
us the same shall extend, and if that shall not be sufficient, 
from an assessment on the inhabitants and owners of property 
in the said City. 

7. The moneys arising from the sale of such Debentures 
shall be paid to and received by the City Treasurer, and shall 
be applied by him to the discbarge of the now existing Debt» 
of tbe said City, and for no other purpose. 

8. The City Council may make a rate and assessment of 
Rut more than three hundred pounds in each and every year, 
besides the charge for assessing and collecting, for the purpose 
ofdisebargtng (be principal and interest of the loans contracted 
by virtue of tbi:* Act, until the same shall be paid off; the said 
several sums to be assessed, levied, collected and paid in the 
same manner as the other City Taxes are assessed, levied and 
collected by virtue of any Act in force for that purpose.

Be it enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legislative

]. That in all actions of Tort depending in the City Court 
of the City of Saint John, the defendant shall be allowed to 
pay money into Conrt hy way of compensation or amends, in 
the same manner and with like effect as any sum may be now 
paid into the said Court in actions of Debt. 

3. That the jurisdiction of the said Court in actions of Tort 
to real or personal property, shall extend to all cases in 
which the damages claimed shall not exceed the sum of five 
pounds, provided that no person shall be held to bail in any 
actions of Tort in said Court. 

3. That in all actions of debt in the said Court, wherein the 
sum or thing demanded shall not exceed the sum of five 
pounds, DO Jury shall be allowed on the trial thereof; In all 
actions of Tort a Jury shall be allowed if desired by etilicr 
party. 

4. That the jurisdiction of the said Court in actions whereiti 
the sum demanded shall exceed the sum of five pounds, shall 
be confined to causes arising within the City or County of 
Saint John, or where the defendant resides within the City or 
Coiiuty of Saint John. 

5. The jurisdiction of the said Court shall extend to actions 
against Corporations, and to actions of debt upon specialty, 
where the sum demanded shall not exceed the sum of ten 
pounds; provided that no action shall be maintained in the 
said Court where the Corporation of the City of Saint John 
is a party, or against Insurance Companies ; and provided also, 
that nothing herein contained shall be construed to limit or 
affect the jurisdiction of the said Court as to actions against 
bail, or on limit bonds taken in the said Court. 

6. All proceedings against Corporations shall be by Sum- 
mons, which may be served on the President, Head Officer, 
Secretary, Treasurer, or the accredited Agent of any Foreign 
Company transacting business within the Province. 
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7. The said Court may order the process or particular of 
claim or set off in any suit to be amended in any case where in 
the opinion of the Court the opposite party cannot have been 
prejudiced in the conduct of his suit or defence, and may also 
order the suit in which any such amendment shall be made 
io stand over to the next or some subsequent Court day, when 
justice may seem to require it. 

8. Execution may issue on any Judgment obtained in said 
Court, at any time within three years from the time of render- 
ing the same, any thing contained in any Law to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

9. Depositions under oath, or affirmation where tho witness 
is a Quaker, may be taken before nay one of the Aldermen, or 
the Common Clerk of the said City, of any party to a suit 
pending in said Court, or other person who is obliged to leave 
the County of Saint John before the trial of such suit, or who 
may be confined in the Gaol of the City and County of Saint 
John, unless in custody in the same suit only ; which deposition 
shall he sealed up and transmitted to the said Court, to be 
opened and read on the day of trial as evidence in the suit; 
provided that it shall be made to appear to the satisfaction of 
the Court, that such witness is not then within the said City, or 
amenable to the process of the Court, and that twelve hours 
notice was given to the adverse party of the time and place of 
taking sucb deposition, and the Aldermen or Common Clerk 
shall he entitled to a fee of five shillings for taking such depo- 
sition, which shall be allowed and taxed as costs in the cause. 

10. The order for discharge, as well as for the examination 
of any confined Debtor, under the provisions of the Act of 
Assembly, 13th Victoria Chapter 1, shall be valid and effectual 
to all intents and purposes, if made and signed by the Mayor 
and one of the Aldermen of the City of Saint John.

An Act establishing aod maintaining a General Pablic 
Hospital ia the City or County of Saint John. 
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Pasverf 9th Aprit 1860. 

Whereas the establishment of a General Public Hospital 
in the City or County of Saint John has become a matter of 
necessity and public importance ; — 

Be it enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legislative 
Council^ and Assembly, as follows: — 

I. It shall be lawful for the Common Council of the City of 
Saint John to appoint, and from time to time to remove, 
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re-appoint, and replace, as may l>e found expedient, two fit 
and proper persona, resident in the City and County of Saint 
John, to be Commissioners for tbe purposes of this Act ; and 
it shall also be lawful fur the General Sessions of the Peace 
for tbe City and County of Saint John, or any Special Sessions 
for that purpose to be liolden, to appoint, and also from time 
to time to remore, re-ap|ioint, and replace, as may be found 
expedient, three orher fit and proper persons, re«clent in tbe 
City and County of Saint John, to be Commissioners with tbe 
said other two Commissioners, for tbe purposes of this Act ; 
any three of whom shall be a quorum for tbe transaction of 
business : The first appointment of such Commissioners sball 
be made within three months after the passinif ot this Act; 
and in case tbe said Commoo Council and Genera) or Special 
Sessions, or either of them, sball fail to make such appoint- 
ment within three months after the passing of this Act, the 
Governor in Council sball appoint such Commissioners from 
the inhabitants of the said City and County. 

2. The said Commissioners and tbeir successors sball be 
and they are hereby declared to be a body politic and corporate, 
by the name and style of" The Commissioners of tbe General 
Public Hospital in Saint John," and by that name shall have 
all tbe general powers and privileges made incident to a Cor- 
poration by an Act of Assembly of this Province, for tbe 
purpose of managing and controlling tbe said Hospital, its 
estate, property, and affairs. 

3. Tbe real and personal estate of the said Hospital shall 
alone be liable for tbe debts and engagements of the said 
Commissioners, as such Commissioners, for the purposes of 
the said Hospital ; and the persons and private property of the 
said Commissioners, or any of them, sball in no case be sub- 
ject to or affected by any sucb debts, liabilities or engagements 
of such Commissioners for tbe purposes aforesaid. 

4. It sball be the duty of the said Commissioners, and ibey 
are hereby authorized and required to exercise a general, 
diligent, and efficient supervision, management and control 
of and over all the afTairs, business, condition and estate of 
the said Hospital; to nominate and appoint, remove, displace 
and discharge all and such Fhysicians, Surgeons, Clerks, Nurses, 
Servants, Keepers, and other officers or persons, aa they from

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lime to time may deem neceaaary or expedient for duly carry- 
rag en the bustneas and affaira of the said Hoapilal ; to fix and 
tieiermioe the respective aalaries, eniolumeiits and aHowancea 
to be paid or allowed to the atiid Pbyaicians, Surgeona, and 
ether ofGcera and Berrants; to provide and furoiah all such 
niedic>BOf^ previsions, fuel, malerials, and things of every 
description, as in their judgment may be neceaaary for tbedue 
and efficient maintenance and boainesa of the said Hospital f 
lo fix aad determine the rates le be paid l*y auch patients aa 
being able to make such payment nvty be desirous ef admia- 
sioR and n>ay be admitted into the said Hospital ; to receive, 
demaad, recover, and control all and all manner of moneya, 
payments, dues, emoltHnent^, graata, deviaea or bequests nf 
money or other properly, gratuitiea, and perquisites wbatso' 
ever, which may at any time be given, granted, bequeathed, 
devised, paid, or become due and |-ayable from any aoarce 
whutaoever, in respect of or for the benefit and purposes of 
the said Honpital, and also all and all manner of moneys, rates, 
and dttes raised, or to be raised, by any assessment or assess' 
mentB under and by virtue of thia Act ; and to disburae and to 
expend stich moneys in the parchase of au<^ lands, and in the 
erection, repair, aad maialenaace of such buildings, as may 
from time lo lime be deemed necessary for the purpoaea of 
auch Hoapital, and in tbe payment of all and all manner of 
salaries, wages, emoluments, debta, iiaiiilitiea and expenses 
of every description whatsoever, which may at any time be 
justly dae or payable in respect of or for any of tbe purposes 
of the said Hospital under and by virtue ef this Act, 

5. The aaid Commisaioners shall annually on or before the 
second Thuraday in January in each and every year, cause a 
full, complete and perfect statement in detail, of the atateand 
condition, affairs and transactions of the said Hospital, and of 
every department thereof, throughout the year ending on the 
preceding itnrly first day of December, particularly stating in 
a tabular form the respective numbers of patients received, 
cured, reKeved, died, discharged, and remaining, and the 
names of the Physicians, Surgeons, and other chief officers 
employed during tbe year, with such other information as may 
he deemed advisable; and also a just and detailed account of 
all receipts and expenditures for and on account of the said

Hospital (lurifig lueh year, to be transmitted in triplicate to 
the Provincial Secretary for tfie informntion of the Governor 
in Coiincil and the Legislature ; tvhich statements and acconifts

Comnrissioners, and by their Clertt or Secretary, and shall be 
veri6ed by the oath of at least one xif the said Commiemoners, 
who shall sw«ar that the same are correct and tme according 
to the best of his knowledge and bHiefi and an abstract of

in one or more of the Newspapers published in the City of 
Saint John. 

6. For the purpove t>f purchasiii^ such lands, and erecting, 
completing and furnishiDg snch buildings as may be deemed 
requisite and necessary for the purposes of anch Hospital as 
aforesaid, the said Commtssioners are hereby anihorixed and 
empowered to raise t>y loan a sum of money not exceeding 
•even thousand pounds, to be paid off and discharged by assess- 
ment upon the City and County of Saint John, as hereinafter 
firovided, in twenty five years from the time of contracting 
such loan ; the aatne lo b« taken in loans of not less than one 
hundred pounds «ach ; and Debentures, with proper Coupons 
attached, in the f«rm specified in Schedule A to this Act an- 
nexed, shall be prepared and delivered to the person or per- 
sons from whom sueh loan may be obtained, which same De- 
-fcenlurea shall be aegotiaMe m the^ame manner as promissory 

notes. 

7. The Debcnturrs shall be numbered ronsecutively, begin- 
ning with number one, and shall be signed by the Chairman or 
President of the said Commissioners, countersigned by their 
Clerk or Secretary, and verified by their common seal of office, 
but the Coupons may be signed by the said Chairman er Pre* 
sidont only. 

8. The holders of such Debenturus shall be entitled lo re- 
ceive interest for the same semt-anhnally, not exceeding six 
per eentnm per annum, to be paid by the said Commissioners 
or their Treasurer, at their office in the City of Saint John, 
upon the presentation of the proper Coupons therefor. 

9. For the purpose of raising the necessary funds for the

Treasurer, or into any Bank appointed by them to receive the 
same. 

12. It shall and may be lawful to and for the Sessions of 
the City and County of Saint John, and they are hereby re- 
quired in the twenty fourth year after the time of the contract- 
ins of the said loan of seven thousand pounds hereinbefore 
mentioned, to assess, levy and collect the said sum of seven 
thousand pounds, or so much thereof with the interest as may 
then remain due and unpaid, together with the costs of levying 
and collecting the same, by a rate or assessment upon the rate- 
able inhabitants of the said City and County of Saint John ;

the said Commissionera are hereby also authorized and em* 
powered to appropriate any such surplus, when not otherwise 
required, and also all and any other moneys, funds, emolu- 
ments, grants, bequests, gratuities or endowments of money, 
of erery description whatsoever, which may lawfully come into 
their hands, power, or control, to the payment and redemption 
of Debentures, or in vesting and funding the same in such 
way and manner as they may deem most conducive and bene- 
ficial to the interests of the said Hospital and its estate. 

15. It shall and may be lawful fur the Governor in Council, 
at any time after this Act shall come into operation, to appoint 
a greater number of Commissioners than five for the purposes 
of this Act, if it shall be deemed expedient and advisable.

Whereas by the first Section of an Act passed in the 
eighteenth year of Her Majesty's Reign, intituled An Act to 
authorize that part of the Cihf of Saint John called 'Carleton' 
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to obtain Water from Spruce and other Ldket, and the Mayor, 
Aldermen and Commonalty of the taid City to itvue Scrip to 
defray the expense* of to doing, proTision was made that the 
LieiitenaDt GoverDor in Council should appoint three Cotn- 
misBionerB for the management of the business connected 
therewith ; — 

Be it therefore enacted by tbe Lieutenant Gorernor, Legis- 
lative Oouncil, and ABsemblyi as follows : — 

I. That from and after the passing of this Act, bo much of 
the Act passed in the eighteenth year of Her Majesty's Reign, 
intituled An Act to authorize that part of the City of Saint 
John called 'Carleton' to obtain Water from Spruce and other 
Lakes, and the Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty of the taid 
City to issue Scrip to defray the expenses of so doing, as vests 
the appointment of the CommissionerB in the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council, be and the same is hereby repealed. 

3. The Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty of the City of 
Saint John, in Council convened, shall have full power and 
authority to appoint, remove and re-appoint tbree persons to 
be Commissioners of Waler aiid Sewerage in Carleton, one of 
whom shall be nominated by the said Common Council as 
Chairman of the Board ; which Board shall be invested with 
all tbe functions, powers, authorities, rights, privileges, ezemp* 
lions and immunities, and shall be subject to all the liabilities,

An Act to provide for the extensioD of tbe Breakwater 
aad for the laying dowo Moorings in the Harbour of 
Saint John, and for the purpose of procuring a general 
Flan of tbe said Harbour. 

Bectiin. SMtion. 
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Be it enacted by tbe Lieutenant Governor, Legiaiative 
Council, and Assembly, as follows: — 

1. It shall and may be lawful for the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Commonalty of the City of Saint John, and they arc hereby 
authorized, notwithstanding any thing contained in an Aet of 
Assembly made and passed in the ninth year of the Reign of 
Her present Majesty Queen Victoria, intituled An Act relating 
to the Public Debt of the Corporation of the City of Saint John, 
or an Act made and passed in the serenteenth year of Her 
said Mi^esty's Reign, intituled An Act relating to the Puhlic 
DebtoJ the City of Saint John, to borrow such a sura of money 
as may be considered advisable, for the purposes of this Act, 
not exceeding in the whole the sum of six thousand pounds — 
two thousand five hundred pounds of which to be applied to 
the Moorings in the Harbour of the said City of Saint John, 
and the balance of three thousand five hundred pounds to be 
expended in the extension of the Breakwater, and for the pur- 
pose of procuring a gcueral Plan of tbe Harbour of the said 
Cityof SaintJohn — inloansofnotless than one hundred pounds 
each, and to issue Debentures to the lender or lenders thereof, 
with or without Coupons for interest, in such form as may by 
them be deemed expedient ; which Debentures shall be sealed 
with the Common Seal of the said Corporation, and signed by 
the Mayor and Common Clerk, and consecutively numbered 
according to the times at which they shall be issued ; and a 
record of the same shall be entered by tbe Common Clerk in 
the Minutes of the Common Council. 

2. The said Debentures shall be negotiable in the same 
manner as promissory notes, payable to bearer, and the res> 
pective holders thereof shall be entitled to receive interest upon 
the same semi-annually, at a rate not exceeding six per cent, 
per annum, to be paid by the Chamberlain as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

3. All moneys loaned to tbe said Corporation under this Act, 
shall be paid by tbe lenders thereof to the Chamberlain, aod 
shall be paid by him to tbe Contractors or workmen who shall 
be employed, or to the person supplying materials, agreeably 
to tbe provisions of this Act, upon tbe orders of tbe Common 
Council. 

4. The said Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty of the City 
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of Saint John, maj contraet for the extension of the southerly 
projection of the Breakwater Wharf in the Harbour of the sail) 
City, to the sunken rock at the southwestern extremity of the 
Battery Point Reef, such contract not to exceed the sum of 
three thousand pounds; also for the laying down screw or other 
Moorings in the said Harbour, or may employ workmen and 
labourers, and purchase materials for the said Moorings ; and 
also procure a suitable Plan of the Harbour of ihe said City 
of Saint John ; provided however, that nothing in this Act shall 
he construed to interfere with private rights ; and the fund 
hereinbefore provided for, shall be used and appropriated for 
the construction of the said Works, and for procuring the said 
Plan. 

5. All rents, wharfage, and other issues, profits and emolu- 
ments whatsoever arising from the said Wharf or extension 
so to be made, and from the said Moorings, shall be receivable 
by and paid to the Chamberlain of the said City by the Lessees 
thereof, or by any Collector or other person appointed by the 
Common Council to collect or receive thd same; and the said 
Chamberlain shall keep a separate account of all moneys so 
by bim received ; which Account shall be by bim exhibited 
and shewn to the holder of any Debenture issued under the 
provisions of this Act, on reasonable demand for that purpose 
made. 

6. The moneys so rpceived by the said Cfaamberlain as last 
aforesaid shall, together with the moneys collected under and

said Debentures as the Common Council may be prepared lo 
pay off, specifying the number thereof, and the same shall be 
paid off acoordingly ; and from and after the expiration of the 
time appointed by Ihe said notice, the interest on such Deben- 
tures shall cease to accrue. 

7. After the amounts due upon the Debentures issued under 
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this Act, and all interest due thereon, shall be fully paid and 
satisfied, all the net rents, issues and profits arising from the 
said Wharf and other works constructed under this Act, shall 
be applied in paynteflt of the public debt of (he said City. 

8. The said Common Council are hereby auihorized to make 
a rate or ansessment on the said City on the east side of tlie 
Harbour, of a sum not exceeding four hundred pounds in the 
present year, and of a lik« sum in every surceeding year, 
besides the charges of assessing and collecting, for the purpose 
of discharging the principal and interest of the loans contracted 
by virtue of this Act, until the same shall be paid off. 

9. All sand, stones and other ballast deposited upon the 
present Ballast Wharf or the Wharf so to be erected as afore- 
said, or behind the same, shall be and become, and deemed 
and taken to be from the time of their being so deposited, the 
property of the Corporation of the said City ; and no such 
stone, sand or other ballast shall be removed aAer being so 
deposited, without the permission of the Common Council first 
bad and obtained, under such penalty as they may by any 
ordinance direct or impose.

1. The Mayor, Aldermen, and CommoDally of the City of

Inspector of Gas Meters, ivhosc duty it shall be when required 
to inspect, examine, prove and ascertain the accuracy of any 
and all Gas Meters used or intended to be used for iiienstiring 
or ascertaining the quantity of illuminating Gas furnished by 
the Saint John Gas Light Company, nr any other Gas Light 
Company to be established in said City, lo or for the use of 
any person, Company, or Corjioration, and to seal, stamp or 
mark all and every such Meiers with some suitable device;, 
which device shall be recorded in the Office of the Common 
Clerk of the said City ; also to ascertain and determine the 
illuminating power of the Gas so furnished by the said Gas 
Light Company or Companies as aforesaid. 

2. Such Inspector shall hokl his office for the term of three 
years from the time of his appointment, and until another per- 
son is appointed in his place, but may be removed from office 
at any time by the Common Council of the said City fur in- 
competency, neglect, or dereliction of duty. 

3. The said Inspector shall receive an anniinl salary not 
exceeding fiRy pounds, to be tixod by the said Common Coun- 
cil, to be paid in equal quarterly payments by the Saint John 
Gas Light Company aforesaid. 

4. In the event of the establishment of any other Gas Light 
Company or Companies in the said City, the salary of the 
Inspector shall be paid in the tirst instance by the said Mayor,

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shall charge the sereral Gas Light CompanieB in the said City 
in just proportions, to be ascertained and assessed by the said

7. That the Common Council of the said City shall provide 
a suitable and proper apparatus for testing and proving the 
accuracy of the Gas Meters furnished for use by said E^nint 
John Gas Light Company, ur other Gas Light Company afijre- 
said, which shall bo the test or standard by which every Meter 
furnished for use by the Saint John Gas Light Company, or 
other Company as afnremid. shall be proved and tested ; they 
shall also procure a suitable and proper apparatus for ascer- 
taining and determining the illuminating power of the Gas 
furnished by such Company or Companies. 

8. It shall be the duly of the said Inspector at any time 
upon the written application of the consumer of any Gas snp~ 
plied by any Gas Light Company, or of the President or Secre- 
tary of any such Company, to test and prove any Meter sup- 
plied by said Company, whether before or after this Law shall 
come in force : If any such Meter shall he found defective or 
incorrect, the necessary cost and expense of removing, cor- 
recting and replacing the same, shall fall upon the said Com- 
pany, who are hereby required to make the necessary repara- 
tion with all dispatch, under the penalty of five pounda for 
each and every neglect. 
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9. The illuminatiDg power of the Gas supplied b; such Com- 
pany or Companies shall be such that an Argand burner having 
fifteen holes and a seren inch chimney, consuming fire cubic 
feet of Gas an hour, shall give a light equal to the light of not 
less than twelve sperm candles of eix to the pound, each burn- 
ing one hundred and twenty grains an hour. 

10. The said Inspector shall bare power and authority to 
enter into and upon the works, grounds and premises of the 
said Company or Companies at any and alt reasonable times, 
when he may deem it expedient, for performance of any of 
the duties imposed upon him by this Act, and to do any and 
all acts and things that may be necessary to the complete and 
satisfactory discharge of the same ; and the said Company and 
Companies, their servants or agents, shall aSbrd to the said 
Inspector all reasonable facilities for any test, examination or 
enquiry required or enjoined by this Act ; and every person 
obstructing such Inspector in the exercise of bis duties or any 
of them, shell for every such offence forfeit and pay the sura 
of ten pounds. 

11. The said Inspector shall make and keep a record of all 
inspections, examinations and tests made and applied under

12. Any person applying for any inspection of any Meter 
which shall be found correct on examination by the Inspector, 
shall be liable to pay for such inspection, for the use of the 
Company supplying them with Gas,'the sum of five shillings, 
which may be charged to him by the said Company, and by 
them recovered against him, together with costs of suit, in any 
Court competent to try the same. 

13. The Inspector shall give a Bond to the Mayor, Alder- 
men, and Commonalty of the City of Saint John, with two 
sufficient sureties, in the penal sum of two hundred and fifty 
pounds, conditioned for the faithful discharge of his duties as 
such Inspector. 

14. The Inspector shall be liable to a penalty of five pounds 
for each and every wilful neglect or breach of any duty im- 
posed upon him by this Act.

1. That the Justices of tbe Peace for the Connty of Kent, 
or the major part of those present at any General Sessions of 
the Peace hereafter to be faolden, or at n Special Sessions for 
that purpose to be called, may and they are hereby authorized

Wbekeas tbe Reverend Hiram Alfred Philbrook, a regular 
ordained Minister of tbe Vnirersalist Church, and now a resi- 
dent of this Province, and the settled Pastor of the Universalist 
Church at Milltown, in tbe County of Charlotte, by reason of 
his not being a British subject is precluded from solemnizing

Be it therefore enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legis- 
lative Council, and Assembly, — That the Reverend Hiram 
Alfred Philbrook, afVer having taken tbe oath of allegiance to 
Her Majesty before the Provincial Secretary, or some other 
person to be appointed therefor without fee by the Governor, 
may soiemnizp Marriage by Licence or publication of Banns, 
with the same effect as any Christian Minister authorized by

Hatheway, Albert Betts, and Michael Henry Farrel), iheir 
associates, successors, and assigns, shall be and they are here- 
by erected into n Company, and declared to be a body politic 
and Gorporaie by Act of Assembly in this Province, by lh»r 
name of ' The Saint Martins Mining and Manufacturing Com- 
pany,' and by thHt name shall have power und authority to 
purchase, hold, enjoy and dispose of lands, lenem<ents mid

To appoint and to remove from time to time, subject 
to the approval of the Governor in Council, the Professors, 
Tutors, Lecturers, and Instructors, and nil other Officers and 
Servants of the University, and the Masters, Teachers, and 
Servants of the Collegiate School, and to prescribe their duties, 
and fix their remuneration ; provided that all appointments in 
King's College and School shall remain until revoked or alterjed 
under the provisons of this Act : 

6th. To confer Degrees in Arts, Law, and Medicine, to-wit : 
The several Degrees of Bachelor of Arts, Haeter of Arts, 
Bachelor of Science, Bachelor of Laws, Doctor of I.aw8, Bache- 
lor of Medicine, and Doctor of Medicine, and Diplomas in 
Civil Engineering and Land Surveying, Agriculture, Ccm- 
merce, and Navigation, and such honorary degrees and cerl i.- 
ficates of honor, merit, end aUeodance at Lectures, as the 
Senate may adjudge expedient and proper. 

9. It shall be the duty of the President of the University — 
Ist. To see that all the Statutes, Rules and Ordinances rela- 
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ling to the University and Collegiate School are duly enforced, 
and to rectify any deviation therefrom ; and at all times to 
exercise a parental care and supervision over the Students : 

2nd. To see that comfortable board and lodging are pro- 
vided for such Students as may require the same ; 

3rd. To preside at all meetings of the Senate when present, 
and to call a special meeting at snch time as he may think 
necessary, by giving due notice thereof to each member of the 
Senate : 

4th. To visit Trom time to lirne the Classes and other 
University departments, and to give such directions and per- 
form such acts generally, as shell in his judgment be tiecessery 
for the interest of the University, so that they do not contravene 
this Act, nor the Statutes, Rnles, Ordiaances, nor the decisions 
of tbe Senate: 

5th. To preside at all examinations, and at all meetings of 
the Senate, when practicable, and to sign all Diplomas for 
Degrees, and other Diplomas and certificates of honor: 

6th. To report to the Senate, as occasion ma^ require, con- 
cerning the state and discipline of the University, and to prepare 
and lay before the Senate for consideration, such regulations 
touching the discipline and government of the University and 
Collegiate School, as he may deem advisable for their future 
prosperity : 

7th. To grant to the Students leave of absence from the 
University for reasonable cause, and for such length of time 
as he shall judge the occasion may require : 

Sth. To have charge of the buildings and grounds of the 
University and Collegiate School, and to see that they are kept 
in good order and repair : 

9th. To prepare a full and i>articular report annually of 
the Educational state of the University and School, according 
to such form as may be prescribed by the Senate. 

10. The senior Professor, in the absence of President, shall 
have the same authority to command obedience, and to enforce 
the discipline of the University, as the President. 

11. There shall be a University Board, to consist of the 
President and Professors, which shall have power to try 
offences committed by the Students, to determine the relative 
standing of Students, and to adjudge rewards and punish- 
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ments ; and the concurrence of the President shall be neces- 
sary to ever; act of the Board. 

12. In the absence of the President, the senior Professor 
present shall preside at the meeting of the Board, and no acts 
of the Board thus constituted sball be valid, until approved of 
by the President. 

13. The Board shall meet at least once in every week 
during Term, in the University Library, for the purpose of 
administering the general discipline of the University ; and at 
such stated meetings the Professors shall report respecting the 
conduct and proficiency of the Students, noting particularly 
those who have been deltDquenIs in their behaviour or attend- 
ance, or deficient or negligent in their preparation or duties. 

14. The Board shall keep a Book of Minutes of their pro- 
ceedings, and there shall be noted therein at every meeting, 
the names of members present or absent ; and such Book shall 
be laid before the Senate at all general or special meetings. 

15. Every candidate for matriculation is required to pro- 
duce at the time of his examination, a written statement from 
his parents or guardians, or other person having charge of his 
education, setting forth the nameof souki Minister of Religion 
in or near Fredericlon, under whose religious instruction he is 
to be placed ; and in order to the keeping and allowance of 
any Term, every Student must produce a certificate from his 
religious instructor, for the lime being, that he has regularly 
attended Divine Service on Sundays during such Term, unless 
prevented by unavoidable circumstances. 

16. Portions of the Holy Scriptures shall be read by the 
President, or one of the ProfcseorS) daily in the University, 
and Morning and Evening Prayers offered according to the 
form prescribed by the Senate, and at such limes as shall be 
appointed for that purpose ; and all resident Students shall be 
required to attend such Scripture readings and Prayers, except 
those whose parents or guardians, or other person having 
charge of his or their education, may hare signified to the 
contrary In writing to the President. 

17. In order to extend the benefits of establishments already 
instituted, or which may be hereafter instituted in this Pro- 
vince, for the promotion of the study of Literature, Science, 
Art, Law, or Medicine, whether incorporated or not, by con- 
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necting them for sueh purpose with the University, all persons 
shall be admitted aa candidates for the respective degrees an<l 
diplomas mentioned in the sixth part of the eighth Section of 
this Act, to be conferred by the University, on satisfying the 
members of the Senate, l>y proper certificaleB, that such per- 
sona have in any of the said Institutions gone through such 
course of instructions as the Senate shall from time to time 
determine, or as may be prescribed by this Act ; and the Insti- 
tutions in which such course of instruction may be completed, 
shall be such Instiluiions as now are or shall hereafter be 
established for the promotion of Education within this Prn- 
vince, which the Lieutenant Governor in Council shall from 
time to time designate to the Senate. 

18. Any person may, on application to the President, and on 
payment of the fees required, and observance of the regulalion!< 
prescribed, be admitted to attend nny one or more courses of 
Lectures in the University, and receive certificates accordingly. 

19. There shall be admitted into the general undergraduate 
course in the University, free of all charges of fees for education, 
the following number of Students from each and every County 
in the Province, upon their respectively passing the ret|uired 
examination^'>and upon producing satisfactory testimonials thai 
they are well deserving of such gratuitous instruction : —

And should more than the number limited to each County or 
City apply for admission at one time under this Section, those 
wbo pass the most satisfactory examination shall be preferred. 
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20. Any person, or body politic or corporate, may found 
such and so many Professorships, Lectureships, Scholarships, 
exhibitions, prizes, or other rewards in the Unifersity, not 
inconsistent with the spirit and provisions of this Act, an they 
may think proper, by providing a sufficient endowment there- 
for in land or other property. 

21. The programme of the courses of instruction contained 
in the Schedule to this Act shall be provided for and pursued 
in the University until altered by the Senate. 

22. All Students not residing in the University, and all 
Scholars of the Collegiate School, will be required to board 
with their parents, or with persons approved of by them, or by 
their guardian or other persons having charge of their educa- 
tion, or by the President. 

23. Scholars of the Collegiate School may receive free 
tickets to attend such course of Lectures at the University as 
they may select, after not less than three months attendance at 
the School, and upon a certificate from the Head Master setting 
forth that from their studious habits and general good conduct 
they are deserving of such privilege. 

24. There shall be two Scholarships in the Collegiate School 
of £15 each ; one for the Classical, and one for the English 
Department, to be competed for annually during the first week 
after midsummer vacation ; the names of Candidates to be 
lodged with the Head Master on the first day of Term; the 
examination to be public, and to be conducted by persons to 
be named for that purpose by the Senate; provided always, 
that no Student shall hold two Scholarships at one time. 

25. There shall be in the University ono Scholarship of £15, 
either in the general or the special undergraduate course, for 
each County Grammar School in the Province, and for ihe 
Collegiate School, to be open to competilion under such regu- 
lations, and held for such time as the Senate shall prescribe ; 
and the holders of such Scholarships shall be exempt from all 
fees for instruction in the University. 

26. There shall be laid before the House of Assembly within 
fourteen days after the opening of each annual Session, a full 
and detailed Account of the Income and Expenditure of the 
University for the previous year ; and also a full and particular 
Report of the educational state of the University, shewing the 
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number ofStudeoIs in attendance, distinguishing the gratuitotis, 
if any, the number of Scholarships lield, and the number of Dc- 
•grees or Diplomat) conferred or granted. 

27. This Act shall not come into operation or be in force, 
until Her Majesty's Royal approbation be thereunto liad and 
declared.

The Undergraduate Course fur the Degree of A. B. shall 
occupy at least fourTerms, at the end of which time Students 
may be admitted to examination lor the Degree of A. fi. on 
producing Certificates, signed by the Head of their College, 
that they have pursued in the University, or in some other 
afGliated Institution of the University, the following course of 
study : — The Greek and Latin Languages, the English Lan- 
guage, Modern Languages, Mathematics, Chemistry, Zoology, 
Boiany, Mineralogy, Physical Geography and Geology, Astro- 
nomy, Natural Philosophy, English Literature end History, 
Logic and Mental Philosophy, Ethics, Civil Polity and Elocution. 

Candidates who have obtained the Degree of A. B., may 
obtain the Degree of A. M. on passing a satisfactory examina- 
tion in the higher Mathematics, and the Greek and Latin 
Languages.

The Undergraduate Course of study in Agriculture shall

of the University, the following Course of Study :■— English
